PREFACE 



J there was until recently no editiou of Eutro- 
, Books I. and II., with Maps, Notes and 
■ Vocabulary, and since this is the author usually 
t.put ioto the bands of hoys commencing Latin 
J translation, besides being that regularly prescribed 
[for certain school examinationa, I have prepared 
f what will, I trust, supply a need which has Beemed 
some time apparent. 

[t is most important that the beginner should 
a the habit of continually consulting a gram- 
mar whilst he is construing ttie text, and there- 
>ughout the Notes, will be found frequent 
references to both the Original and Revised edi- 
a of the 'Public Schools Latin Primer.' 
I have etidoavourod to guard against a great 
pitfall for young boys — wrong pronunciation — by 
. quantifying the words very fully. The maps, 
g all the names which occur in the book, 
[and a Scheme for Parsing, are other features which 
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practical experience has taught me are very useful, 
and which will, I think, be generally appreciated. 
Finally, I must express my best thanks to the 
Rev. J. H. Chadwick (Headmaster of Queen 
Mary's School) for many suggestions, and to other 
friends for kindly revising the work.

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EUTROPIUS 

EuTROPius was a Roman historian who lived in 
the reigns of the Emperors Constantine the Great, 
Julian, and Valens. Of his nationality nothing is 
known, but we gather from an allusion in Book X. 
that he served under Valens in his expedition 
against the Persians. 

He wrote a summary of Roman history, divided 
into ten books, which embraced the period from 
the foundation of the city to the accession of 
Valens (A.D. 364), to whom it is inscribed. 

His style is precise and easy, while his judg- 
ment is, on the whole, accurate.
